TOWN SHIVERING 


Buildings Without Steam Heat 
and Temperature Is Below 
Freezing.

PANA, IIL, Nov. 25.—With steam- 
heated business houses and resi- 
dences without heat due to exhaus- 
tion of the water supply at the city 
water works reservoir, Pana is shiv- 
ering tonight with the mercury 12 
degrees below freezing. Water fam- 
ine developing yesterday has become 
serious with no relief in sight. All 
schools have been closed because 
there is no water for stedm heating, 
while mammoth greenhouses, where 
there are more than 75,000 rose- 
bearing plants, are chilled and plants 
thirsting for water. Mines have 
been restricted and railroads shut off 
from supply while fire protection is 
wholly imadequate and sanitation 
seriously crippled.

This is the first real 
water famine the city has experi- 
enced in 30 years.

BRITISH DENY 
PERMITTING THE 
SINKING OF SHIPS| 


By the Assteiated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The 
British embassy in a formal state- 
ment today took exception to the 
recent declaration of former Prem- 
ier Clemenceau of France, that Great 
Britain had ‘“‘secured a guarantee”’ 
of national safety by letting the sur- 
rendered German fleet sink in Scapa 
Flow. 

The statement said that the em- 
bassy had been authorized by the 
British Government to deny any im- 
plication that the British authorities 
had wilfully permitted the sinking 
of the German warships which were 
sent to the bottom by their German | 
crews. 

The statement follows: 

“M. Clemenceau is reported in the 
press as having stated in a speech 
made by him on Nov. 21, at the Met- 
rdépolitan Opera House, New York. 
that Great Britain let it (th@ German 
fleet) go to the bottom of Scapa Flow 
and thus secured her guarantee. 

“The British embassy is authorized 
to declare that any suggestion that 
the British Government wilfully al- 
lowed the German fleet to be sunk 
at Scapa Flow is not only untrue, 
but without any possible foundation 
in fact. : 

“By the terms of the armistice, in 
the negotiations for which France 
was one of the principals, the British 
authorities were not permitted to 
place any guard on board the Ger-

‘Chamber of Commerce Di- 
rectors Oppose Section of 
New Constitution Pro- 
posed by Committee.

Opposition to any provision in the 
proposed new Constitution which 
would deprive St. Louis of the right 
| to obtain a vote of the city and coun- 
ity at any time on any _annexation 
ischeme which might be worked out, 
was included in resolutions adopted 
Friday by the board of directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce and for- 
warded to Daniel G. Taylor, chair- 
man of the Constitution Conven- 


tion Committee on Counties, Cities 
and Towns. 

The recommendation of the com- 
mittee to the convention on the sub- 
ject of annexation was particularly 
opposed as being inadequate to meet. 
the needs of St. Louis, and as hav- | 
ing been adopted more with the idea | 
of preserving the territorial integrity | 
of 410 square miles per county than | 
with meeting the peculiar local con- | 
ditions in St. Louis and St. Louis | 
County. 

Chamber’s Proposed Section. 

In lieu of the committee recom- | 
mendation which would limit an-| 
nexation of county territory to 77 | 
square miles, and which would pro- | 
hibit the submission of annexation to/| 
a vote more often than once in five | 
years, the Chamber of Commerce | 
submitted the following as the lan- 
guage of the section it desired to 
have inserted in the new Constitu- 


tion:

“The Board of Alderriten of ,the 
leity of St. Louis and.the County 
Court of St. Louis County shali, at 

the request of the Mayor of the city | 
of St. Louis, meet in joint 
and order an election, to be held as} 
provided for general elections, by the| 
qualified voters of the city and the 
county, of a board of 12 freeholders, 
six of whom shall be qualified voters | 
|of said city and the other six quali- 
fied voters of said county, whose 
duty shall be to propose a scheme 
or plan for the enlargement of the 
boundaries of said city, the adjust- 
ment of the relations between the 
city thus enlarged and the residue of) 
said county. Said scheme or plan| 
when agreed upon shall be submit- 
ted to the voters of said city and 
said county at the next genera! elec- 
tion for their approval or rejection.’ 

Suggested Section Mandatory. 

Supporters of this suggested sec- 
tion point out that it is mandatory 
and requires no action of the Legisla- 
ture to carry its provisions into ef- 
fect; that it provides for equal repre- 
| Sentation for the city and for the 
/county on the Board of Freeholders 
'and that any plan of annexation sub- | 
mitted to a vote first would have! 
had public consideration by city and 
county residents, and would have 
been agreed upon by them. 

The principal objection to the sec- 
tion proposed by the convention 
committee was tn this language: 

“Applied to St. Louis it would per- 
mit us to expand 77 square miles in- 
to St. Louis County. In doing so we 
could solve many practical needs, 
meet the urgent requests of Maple- 
wood, for instance, but should an an- 
nexation proposal include University 
City, it would take an area of high 
values away from the county, leav- | 
ing them the less developed areas, | 
and placing the burden of county ex- 
pense m-esuch areas. The voters 
might Roeapprove this. So while on 
its fac opportynity to expand 
more than 100 per cent is provided | 
in the committee’s report, and on | 
its face.a gratifying increase, yet. 
upon examination, it involves so deep | 
a practical problem as to afford us|

Called “Stormy Petre!” by Wall Street 


While the figures are large, when looked at 
in the light of statistics in a romantic story, 
they are correspondingly dry. It is the human 
interest element in the Ryan failure and recov- 
ery which makes it worthy of treatment outside 
the finanecfa] columns of a newspaper. 


Down in Wall Street there is a tendency to 
go to the zoological gardens when a nickname 
is wanted. The bulls and bears have long known 
about the Wolf of Wall Street. And there was 
a famous old manipujator of gas and lighting 
stocks who was grimly referred to as the Wall 
Street Mole, because he seemed to be working 
underground all the time. 


To Wall Street, AllaneA. Ryan has been the 
“Stormy Petrel.” Thus was be known. He was 
always starting something and but once did he 
Start anything he could not finish. That was 
the Stutz coup. In half a dozen cases he skil- 
fully put together or started going a dozen big 
industrial concerns, ran the proverbial shoestring 
into a pile of $30,0000,000, became one of the 
leaders of the speculative element in the street 
and finally tackled the all powerful New York 
Stock Exchange in the Stutz corner in one of 
the hottest engagements that body of traders 
has ever fought. . 


Thomas Fortune Ryan 
ee a ee gine wih 
reached in the peak of the, bull movement in 
the fall of 1919. He had been especially for- 
tunate in his speculative activities. The stocks 
he had. sponsored had moved up rapidly. They 
had made quick and easy money for those who 
had followed his operations. At that time it 
bad only to be rumored around the street that 
“Ryan is buying” to start an upward movement 
in any stock to which his fancy directed. 


Ran Shoe String ‘to $30,000,000 


Although Ryan was noted for being close 
mouthed about his wealth, an incident that oc- 
curred in the fall of 1919 is worth relating. 
After a strenuous day in the market in which 
all of “the Ryan stock” had moved up vigo 
ously, he telephone the head of a large bank- 
ing institution who hag aided him in getting 
over the.tight places in some of his operations 
and asked the banker to drive up town with 
him. 


“I have just had the bookkeeper figure up 
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T. Coleman du Pont 


my worth tonight,” he Said to the banker, “and 
here are the figures.” The list set forth beyond 
all question the $30,000,000 parlayed from a shoe 
string. It was ont long after this that the 
famous Stutz fight began. # 

In the early part of 1920, stock of the Stutz 
Motor Co., of which Ryan was then president 
and a director, began to undergo perplexing 
market fluctuations. Before many weeks had 
passed Wall Street woke up to find that an ap 
parent corner existed and that thousands of 
shares had been sold “short” with no prospect 
of “covering.” > 

Investigation was begun and Ryan and his 
associates were alleged to have bought 31,000 
shares of the stock for themselves during March, 
1920, and to have used the corner to force up 
the pgice of the tsock until it had reached $750 
a share. On March 31, trading in Stutz Motors 
was suspended and an indefinite moratorium was 
declared, in which there could be no calls for 
delivery of shares. 

Later, at the re@uest of Ryan, the stock was 
stricken from the list, ° 
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Charles M. Schwab 


Governors of the Stock Exchange, after further 
investigation, charged openly that a corner ex- 
isted. Ryan defied them, and then achieved the 
master stroke of his tareer when he forced 58 
of his brokers to pay him $550 a share for the 
stock they had sold “short” at prices ranging 
from 100 to 391. Some 5500 shares were involved 
in the transaction ard a sum of $1,650,000 was 
added to his fortune. 


His Row With Stock Exchange. | 


Ryan shortly afterward was summoned to ap- 
pear before the Board of Governors on charges 
that he was guilty of conduct inconsistnet with 
the equitable principles of trade.” He refused 
to appear.

It is said an 
adjustment has been reached on this suit and that 
it is to be dismissed. 


Ryan's troubles increased rapidly after the loss 
of his seat and four months after his expulsion 
his affairs had fallen into such a state that he 
found it necessary to place his assets in the hands 
of trustees for protection. 

Ryan went into Wall street at an early age on 
his own hook, because, as he once told a Post- 
Dispatch correspondeft, “I had to have money to 
do the things I wanted to do and you can make 
more money with less brains in less time execut- 
ing buying and selling orders on commission than 
in any other way.” 


Acting upon this conviction, he is said to have 
borrowed the money to buy a seat on the Ex- 
change and set about it. His early ventures were 
50 well timed and executed that at 26 he had al- 
ready accumulated a million and seemed to be 
on easy street. : 


Soon after this it-was that misfortune overtook 
him. Several unlucky transactions cut down his 
fortune and he became fil with a gevere cold. 
Believing that he had tuberculosis, his father; in- 
tervening for the first time in his personal af- 
fairs, rushed him on a s@ecial.train to Denver.

Their daily 
fare, she told me, consisted of stale bread soaked 
in lard and water and then fried. Possibly I 
should’ have reported the case to some social 
agencies that would have put the children into 
institutions, but the old grandmother was so set 
on keeping them together. 


Good of Keeping a Family Together 


Instead, I told our pastor’s wife @nd. she got'a 
group of young church ladies to pledge themselves 
to deliver a basket of groceries at the house 
once a week. The old grandmother has long since 
passed on, but every one of those seven children 
has turned out well. Some of them are rich or 
prosperous and all have fine characters and the 
most unusual affection for one another. 

“And I recall another, a Spartan mother, Jf 
there ever was one. She had seven daughters 
and one son. She used to go out and wash all, 
fay and then scrub office buildings at night. 
During all the Years she did this she kept her

It may be that he was not oblivious to the na- 
tion-wide attention which would be centered upon 
the trials. He does not expect to come through 
it all without criticism, but he has pride of name 
and pride of family, and it is unlikely that he 
would count as gain any advantage that might 
accrue from his rulings in the case, at the cost 


of hurt to these. 
It was as Prosecutor, before he became Judge, 


that he impressed himself upon his county. His 
father, L. D. Hartwell, was Prosecutor before 


him. He as@isted his father when the senior 
Hartwell was State’s Attorney. From 1903 to 1907 
he was City Attorney. Marion was then a mecca 
for gamblers. He prosecuted 111 of them and 
broke up the gambling ring. 

In the seven years, from 1908 to 1915, that he 
was State's Attorney, he tried 8000 cases and 
sent 450 men to prison. He prosecuted liquor 
violators under the loca] option law and ob- 
tained convictions, but Judges let them off with 
small fines. He resigned in 1915 to take the 
judgeship for an urexpired term, and has been 
Judge ever since. He fined liquor violators §1600 


to $3000 and saw that the fines were paid, and 
sent them to jail for four, five and six months. 

In presiding he cares little for petty prece 
dents or ceremonials. A rap of the knuckles and 
“give us order in the court” take the place of 
the ancient and honorable “Oyez, Oyez, Oyez.” 
He likes to grapple with legal intricacies, and 
sometimes takes a good deal of time rewealing, by 
monologue, the processes by which he arrives at 
a “sustained” or “overruled.” But he ts particu- 
lar te keep his record straight, and in the ab- 
sence of a stenographer sometimes stops the ma- 
chinery while he painstakingly makes an entry. 
He has 4&n aversion to the written form, and his 
findings are always verbal.

He is tall and slim, unmarried, partly bald. He 
sits in court with his chair tilted, even teetering, 
as he fires questions at veniremen in a tense, 
high pitched voice. He speaks in the vocabulary 
of the law, reeling off sentences of prodigious 
length and parenthetical involttiong but so flaw- 
lessly that an uatutored venireman can, with be 
coming brevity, —- yes or no and not err 
therein. They say he fs chain lightning at cross 
examination, but that is yet to come. 

Attorney-General Brundage has not attended

ant Attorney-General Middlekauff, back of Duty’s 
machine gun with his heavy artillery, ready for 
the opening of the real battle.

For 
six years, as head of the Illinois law enforce

He is 55 years old 
and has been practicing 31 years. Singularly, 
except for his law enforcement activities, his 
practice has always been civil. 

At the time of the Herrin: atrocity, he was 
Assistant United States District Attorney. Brun- 
dage borrowed him. He moved his family to 
Marion and set up housekeeping and has been 
there ever since.

A native of Boston, Mr. Peckham came to St. 
Louis 38 years ago and engaged in business as 
manager of Sonnenfeld’s Apparel Co. He acquired 
a wide acquaintance among business and profes- 
sional men in the city and although illness has 
kept him a prisoner since 1894, he has not lost in- 
terest in business affairs or his old business asso- 
clates and he inquires about them affectionately. 


“My friends have all been good to me,” he con- 
tinued.

I was 
having Clemenceau’ 8 speech read to me when you 
came in. You see, I was brought up in an atmos- 
phere of culture, was trained in music and took 
great delight in educational affairs and the class- 
ics.

FANWOOD, N. J., Nov. 25. 
E story of the two little Holliday girls, 
: Millicent and Marion, aged 7 and 9, and 
the stern grandmother who wanted to take 
them away from their adoring foster-parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Frederick Sherwood, in Fanwood, N. J., 
to live cooped up in a flat in Brooklyn, is a twen- 
tieth-century fairy tale, with the happiest of 
happy endings. 

Judge Mitchell May of the Kings County Court 
plays the role of fairy godfather who, of course, 
in all fairy stories, represents the powers of 
good. By a deeply human decision’ made after 
hearing both sides of the case and personally ob- 
serving the people involved, he decided that the 
children should grow up with the dearest friends 
of their dead parents rather than with Mrs. Susie 
Church Holliday of 354 Ocean avenue, Brooklyn, 
their grandmother. She is rich and promised 
to give them “part” of her estate wien she died. 
Rut Judge May said that he considered this far 
less important than their immediate happiness. 

Ever since the children’s mother died in April, 
1921, Mrs. Holliday Sr. has been trying to get 
custody of the little ones, said Mr. Sherwood the 
other day. But was it because of a heart long 
starved of the maternal instinct or was it merely 
to assert her legal rights? This was the question 
Judge May had to decide. 


r2 Years Without Word to Son 


The grandmother, he found, had never spoken 
to her son or his wife since their marriage, 12 
years ago. Hard and unforgiving, because she 
considered it a mesalliance, Mrs. Holliday had 
never_once written to her grandchildren or sent 
them the little presents at Christmas and birth- 
days that grandmothers usually love to wrap up 
and post to children. Her son died. At the 
same time her daughter-in-law took influenza in 
the 1918 epidemic and was left with lung 
trouble. Still no word from the grandmother, liv- 
ing alone with her riches and her memories. 

When the mother of the two little girls found 
that she must go off to Florida in search of 
health she took Marion and Millicent to her 
friends, the Sherwoods, who lived near, and 
begged them to take care of her thildren. She 
did not know if she would ever see them again, 
but she was happy in the thought that they 
would have tender care. And*Mr. and Mrs. Sher- 
wood, who had one son but never any daughters, 
became devoted to the delicate, fairy-like little 
creatures who had come to them. 

Three years later the young mother died far 
away. When her will was opened it was found 
she had “willed” her children, together with the 
income of $10,000 for their maintenance, to the 
kind friends who had already sheltered them half 
of their lives. 

The day after the funeral the grandmother 
broke her frozen silence. She‘sent a messenger 
to the house in Fanwood, N: J., to demand cus- 
tody of the children. And the children cried and 
begged to stay with the Sherwoods. Not long 
after, Mr. Sherwood relates, he was approached 
in his place of business in the coldest manner in 
the world, and when he refused to give up the 
sacred trust which was dedicated to him he was 
insulted. After that the legal proceedings began. 


Dramatic Scene in Court | 


This is the story up to the time the briefs came 
to Judge May. He refused to decide without see- 
ing the contestants. 

It was a dramatic moment when the children, 
clinging to the hand of Mrs. Sherwood, timid and 
fearful of the new surroundings, were brought 
into court and faced the grandmother they had 
never seen. Each side gave testimony, anti not 
the least important part of it, said Judge May’s 
decision, was the children’s strongly apparent 
devotion to their foster-parents. 

in treating of the grandmother’s offer to give 
them part of her money when she died, Judge May 
said: “No amount of inquiry would induce her t@ 
state what part of her estate would go to the chil- 
dren. I watched very carefully to note the little 
acts of omission or commission which might aid 
me in pushing aside the curtains of the past and 
forming a better estimate of the entire matter.” 

With rare insight and yet the strictest sense of 
justice, he continued: 

“I did this the more particularly that I might 
not be unduly influenced by the human emotions 
which move us all, especially those of us who 
have children of our own.”

The chance that death might again deprive them 
of their home and care did not escape, for he con- 
tinued: . 

“It must be borne in mfnd the petitioner (Mrs. 
Holliday) is an old woman whose span of life is 
uncertain, who has had little to do with children 
for many years, whose demeanor indicates a per- 
son habitually determined, resolute, dominating, 
unsympathetic and self-sa‘isfied, and whose gen- 
eral bearing lends itself to the impression that 
her action in this proceeding was the result not 
of the dictates of conscience, but of a desire to 
perform a duty, prompted perhaps by a wish to 
assert her legal rights.

Growth of Taxation. 

Regarding the growth of taxation, 
the report said: 

“In the fiscal year 1913-1914, 
taxes paid to national, state and lo- 
cal governments in the United States 
represented 6.4 per cent of the na- 
tional income. By 1919-1921 the ra- 
tion had grown to 13 per cent and 
by 1920-1921 to 14.3 per cent. In 
the calendar year 1921, one sixth of 
the current national income was di- 
verted into tax channels for the sup- 
port of Governmental wodies in the 
United States."’ 

Continuing on the utieetion in the 
United States, the report said: 

“Before the war, state and local 
taxes had been growing faster than 
Federal taxes, and Federal taxation 
constituted but three-tenths of to- 
al taxation. In 1919, however, Fed- 
eral taxation constituted over three- 
fifths of total taxation and in 1921 
Federal taxes amounted to slightly 
more than one-half of the nafjonal 
total. State and local burdehs began 
to share equal importance with Fed- 
eral taxation.

“In sixteen states, Arizona, Flori- 
da, Idaho, Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, 
Montana, Nebraska Nevada, New 
Hampshire, New Mexico North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Utah, Washing- 
ton and Wisconsin, state and local 
tax burdens per capita in 1919 ex- 
ceeded Fedéral taxation per capita. 

“Per capita tax burdens in the 
United States in 1919 were highest 
in New York state, $148.36, followed 
by Massachusetts, $125.35.

Louisans have viewed this 
city from an airplane by day, very few 
have had the opportunity to see it by moon- 
light from above the clouds. This experi- 

ence befell a Post-Dispatch reporter who ascended 
from Scott Field by courtesy of Col. Chalmers G. 
Hall, Commaadant, to greet Lieut. John A. MacReady 
of the Army Air Service, on his recent attempt at a 
nonstop flight from California to New Fork. 

MacReady hed written that he would pass over 
this city about 2:30 a. m. As has been told, he got 
lost above Bastern Kansas and was tate reaching &t. 
Louis, but did pass over about 4 «. m. and was 
forced down by radiator trouble at Indianapolis. 

The reporter, in the following erticte, gives an ac 
count of what he observed over St. Louis while recon- 
noitering the skies fer sight of MacReedy. 

WAS 2:4 a. m. when we ascended from 
Scott Field. Like Arctic explorers, we were 
clad im heavy furs as protection against the 
crisp, chill air that one encounters in high alti- 
tudes, especially at night. We soon surmount- 

the dim, foggy mists that lay close to the 
earth as we climbed into the infinite through 

mellow moonkght. 

Once above these earth vapors, we found something 
im the heavens that only the wenders of aviation can 
disclose to man, an unobscured view of the moon, 
constellations and stars that are set in “that inverted 
bowl we cali the sky.” 

Heading westward at first, with the nose of our 
mechanical bird tilted upward as though in defiance 
of the elements that so long decreed that man should 
not fly, we passed over Belleville and East St. Louis. 
Their lights were partly obscured by a dense pall of 
smoke, through which the moon valiantly sought to 
illuminate the slumbering precincts of Southern IIli- 
nois. 

At 4000 feet and still climbing, we passed above the 
Mississippi River and were fag over the veil of vapors 
that always obscure much of the beauties of the uni- 
verse, be the might ever so clear. 

[t is known that mists and gases constantly given 
off by the earth dim the brilliance of the heavenly 
lights to the man on the ground, and to view the uni- 
verse in the splendor of its pristine beauty one must 
“ _ above the murky atmosphere in which we 

well. 

These vapors are more dense than we imagine, un- 
less we pause to reflect upon what makes the sun so 
dim on the horizon. This, as hae been often ex- 
plained, is because we see it when low, through thou- 
sands of miles of land and sea vapors that tone down

This, in brief, is the Castor confession, which the de- 
fense has charged was the result of a frameup to rail- 
road Wilkens. | 
. Arthur Castor is an auto mechanic, 25 years old, 
and married. He was promised immunity for making 
the confession. 

Another Castor brother, Robert, said he sold his two 
brothers the machine in which they escaped to Eureka. 
Wilkens paid a part of the purchase price, he said. 

On the strength of the confession Wilkens wag ar- 
rested at Seigler Springs on June 14 and formally 
charged with the murder. At the same time a war- 
rant was issued for the arrest of Walter Castor. 

Then came the revelations of Helen Lange as to 
Wilkens’ friendship for her. 

This new development created a sensation, for it ap- 
parently furnished a motive for the murder. 

For six weeks the police hunted for Walter Castor. 
Then a telephone tip from a woman informed them 
that Walter was hiding in San Francisco. 

Four policemen rushed to the home of Mrs. Robert 
Castor, known to the police as Annie wns Castor. 
She was found at home and told them Walter had 
spent the night there and had gone to the home of his 
mother. 

The police, with Annie Downs Castor. rushed to the 
family home of the Castors on Kansas street. Mrs. 
Minnie Castor, the mother, opened the door in re- 
sponse to their knock. She denied that Walter was 
there. 

Annie Downs Castor loudly replied: “He was with 
me this morning and started for here.” In this way 
she warned Walter that the police were there, but she 
also sealed her own fate, for he knew she had betrayed 
him. , 

Rather than frighten Mrs. Castor, the police entered 
the house without drawn guns. This act cost them 
dearly. Walter was waiting for them. armed. Detec- 
tive Sergeant Timothy J. Bailey was the first man in 


the house. Walter shot him through the heart. He 
then turned his pistol on Detective Ernest Gable and 
shot him through the eye. He fired two shots at De- 
tective Jere Dinan, both missing. Dinan fled for help. 

With curses for her betrayal of him, Walter then 
followed Annie Downs Castor.into a bedroom and shot 
her to death. He then shot and killed himself. 

Walter had 50 rounds of ammunition on his body 
when he killed himself. His gun was .38-caliber, the 
same caliber that killed Mrs. Wilkens. 

When the case came to trial in September the de- 
fense maintained that Walter Castor afone had planned 
and executed the crime. Wilkens was declared to have 
become reconciled with his wife, and to be a maligned 
man who was being railroaded in order to allow the 
District Attorney's office to secure a conviction. 
Charges of frameups were hurled back and forth. 

Two cellmates of Castor swore that he had admitted 
to them that he had lied in making the confession. The 
reputation of these witnesses was torn to shreds. 

Helen Lange told of her relations with Wilkens amid 
the sobs of the spectators. With his frame heaving in 
convulsive shudders Wilkens admitted th@Lange girl's 
charges, but said he had confessed to his wife and been 
forgiven. ; 

Even the jurors wept when Wilkens told of the night 
of the murder and reiterated that the deepest feeling 
in his life was the love for his wife—that he love] 
her and her alone. At one time, when the prosecution 
grilled him unmercifally and forced him to go over 
the details of the killing several times, he cried out 
piteously : 

“Could you ask me to repeat these details so often 
if your wife had been killed in that way?” Then he 
collapsed. 

Either.Henry Wilkens is a consummate actor, or Ae 
is a weak man who is being fiendishly “framed” in an 
effort to secure a conviction. The three women mem- 
bers of the jury voted for acquittal: The jury split 
six to six, after six weeks’ trial and 23 hours’ delib- 
eration.

ment of water which comes as an aftermath 
when there has been a shifting of the earth's 
crust in the ocean’s bed or nearby is called a “tidal 
wave,” but erroneously. While it simulates the ebb and 
flow of a gigantic tide, in reality it*~has nothing to do 


with.tidal action. The correct general name for it is 


seismic sea wave. 

At Coquimbo, where a vivid electrical disturbance 
added its terrors to the scene, the waters receded for 
a distanoe of 300 yards beyond the low-tide mark, then 
returned in an immense wave which, as at other ports, 
was estimated to have heen 50 meters high. Again and 
again this movement was repeated while the populace 
fled. Big freight lighters were carried five blocks be- 
yond the low-tide mark and left there. 

The Meteorolégical Institute at Santiago announced 
that the quake coincided with the passage of a sun 
spot over the central meridian of the solar body, and 
that the spot was the largest which had been observed 
this year. 

Whether there is any connection between sun spots 
and earthquakes has been a question frequently raised

T LAST an Englishman has discovered Amer- 
ica. An Englishman who Knows how to 
write has visited. traversed. inspected and 
dissected Mid-West America. the real 
America. and told his own people about it. 
Heretofore the British authors and jour- 
malists who have “done” America hare 

limited their observations, in the main. to the East. 
Kipiime. to be sure. when 4 somewhat callow rowth.

other intermediate points. and produced his sarcastic 
impressions of America. More recentiy W. L. George 
made semething more than 2 car-window tour of ob- 
servation throegh Amerika: insides and wrote about 
it in a more friendly vein. But for the most part the 
great Columbian Hirteriand has been icnored by Brit- 
ish writers. 

The real discoverer is Harold Spender. noted author. 
journalist and traveler. Mr. Spender spent some weeks 
this fsl! with a parts of his countrymen im touring 
the Middle West and the South Ima ~=«= 
series of articles for the London Dailr 
Telegraph he wrote his impressions. His 
purpose seems to have been to give his 
readers a2 look-im at an America which 
no doubht has remained for them until 
now an undiscovered country. The pur- 
pose of this compendium of eicerpts 
from his articles is to gire Post-Dispatch 
Sunday Magazine readers a glance at 
their own country through the eyes of a 
competent observer from Encland. 

Mr Spender made what he calis “s 
lightning tour of the Mid-West” im three 
October days, trareling throach Karsa2s, 

Nebraska and South Dakota. into Mircne 
sota. “In this brief space of time.” he 
writes, “we have visited five important 
cities of the Mid-West. with rare and 
extracedinary opportunities for a bird's

prising and yet so secure. 

“What are the impressions ieft on 
British minds after this rapid surver?

“It really looks as if the motor car, running on a vast 
state system of concrete roads, and passing from good 
hotel to hotel in these beautiful cities, might in the 
end seriously challenge the American railway.” 

Mr. Spender fell in love with Kentucky. “At Louis- 
ville we were feasted and toasted to our hearts’ con- 
tent. * * * The people here in the South—both 
men and women—are great riders, especially in Ken- 
tucky. They gave us an old Kentucky dinner in a lit- 
tle model Kentucky house—made of logs and plaster— 
on the fairgrounds. The dinner was very simple, of 
sweet potatoes and yams, the inevitable chicken, and 

~old Kentucky cornbread. It was a most delightful 
evening, and we all sang “The Old Kentucky Home’ 
with tears in our eyes. Why is it that that song, like 
‘Home, Sweet Home,’ seems to touch a common chord 
in the hearts of all English-speaking folk wherever 
they meet together?’ 

Invading Tennessee, the British party heard echoes 
of the Civil War. Writes Mr. Spender: 

“Here we are at Chattanooga, on the Tennessee 
River, just where it divides the State of that name 
from the State of Alabama. They do not see many 
British citizens here and so their greeting has been 
doubly enthusiastic. They have motored us up and 
down through their high mountains. They have feasted 
us twice within 24 hours—once on the veranda of their 
beautiful country club and the second time in the guest 
room of the Patton Hotel. They have shown us their 
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"y quarrel/ with your wife and sons and you are chased by reporters.” 
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“Every good millionaire in America must

marvelous battlefields, for it was here in 1863 that there 
took place some of the most desperate battles of the 
Civil War, during that phase of the struggle when it 
seemed that the Confederates were about to block in the 
North, before Gem. Sherman leapt forth like a thunder- 
bolt ‘from the Union lines, broke the blockade, and 
marched through Georgia to the sea. All the hills 
round here are covered with memorials of that great 
struggle. But in the process of time’ the bitterness of 
memory has abated, and the Northern and Southerner 
now live side by side, joining in the common industries 
of peace in this new gigantic city which has sprung up 
on the ruins of a devastated township.” 

After commenting upon the abounding resources and 
amazing energies of the South, Mr. Spender finds occa- 
sion for another open cut at the high tariff “passed” 
by President Harding, as he phrases it: 

“All this development has taken place during the last 
20 years only. For it took these Southern states nearly 
a quarter of a century to lift up their heads after the 
terrible exhaustion of the Civil War. But. now the 
South is open to immigration from the North, and men 
of energy are streaming in. Let Manchester look to it. 


For one hears in this State the dangerous heresy that - 


America might possibly in the future convert her own 
raw cotton goods on the spot. With free trade there 
is little doubt that she could do so in the course of a 
feneration. But as long as she adheres to her present 
policy of high tariffs and high cost of living I do not 
think that Manchester need be afraid.” 

Americans who have the habit of going to Europe 
for “scenery” may learn something from Mr. Spender 
by reading his observations on Chattanooga's pictur- 
esque setting: 

“Surrounded with her mountains, steeped in her 
warm climate and embraced in the curve of the Ten- 
nessee River, Chattanooga reminds me of one of those 
beautiful European cities of the Tyrol which are the 
gems of Europe. It is far-flung, like most of the mod- 
ern American cities. For the motor car in America 
has opened up a world of new living, and has practical- 
ly abolished the old, close-built towns. With the help 
of a marvelous cable railway that runs up the very 
walls of the precipices, the citizens here are enabled 
to work in the town and live in the mountain. Such 
things are trifles to the American genius, that all- 
conquering power which seems here to make mock of 
nature. These mountains give hgalth to the people 
working on the torrid plains, and with the true Amer- 
ican sense of equality all people have a share in these 
benefits, thanks to the cheap Ford motor car and the 
cable railway.” 

Penetrating still farther ‘into Dixie, Mr. Spender vis- 
ited Pirmingham and Atlanta. “Here in the South,” 
he writes, “the age of chivalry is still alive.” Then he 
waxes eloquent and finally gets facetious: 

“It is still a gallant, reckless country, this of the 
South. Here the air is filled with a spirit of romance 
and adventure which one misses in the North. And 
now these qualities of daring and energy have rushed 
into the work of reconstruction and development. Busi- 
ness here is one long romance. On the top of one 
of the beautiful hills that surround the city of Atlanta 
is the ‘Wood of the Thousand Patents.’ For there
